So far as we can learn, there is no 
change in the remarkably peculiar 
position of the peculiar Insane Asy- 
lum site affair.

THERE is a movement on foot to 
open Fort street through to Buena 
Vista street, at Bellevue avenue. Ata 
meeting of property-owners the ques- 


tion was thoroughly discussed, and a 


motion was unanimously carried that 
an estimate be made of opening and 
extending the street as speedily as 
possible. The improvement would be 
a very desirable one, as Fort street is 
evidently destined to become one of 
the most important business streets of 
the city. At the same time, the as- 
sessments should be so arianged that 
they beat only on those direcyy inter- 
ested. By not paying attention to this 
very obviousiy just restriction, much 
hardship has been worked of lste in 
city improvements. 


We referred a short time ago to 
criticisms of the sanitary condition of 
Los Angeles, appearing in the Journal 
ofthe American Medical Association 
of September 28th, founded upon an 
alarmist editorial published in the 
Evening Express during the sewer- 
bond campaign. The Los Angeles 
County Medical Association consid- 
ered the matter of sufficient import- 
ance to appoint a committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. L. J. Turpin, M. L. 
Moore and J. H. Davisson, to investi- 
gate. Their réport will be found in 
another column. It completely gives 
the lie to the baseless charges referred 
to. The figures quoted by the commit- 
tee are very striking, and must carry 
conviction with them. it is to be 
hoped that they will be as extensively 
circulated as were the damaging re- 
ports which they contradict. 


Tux latest returns of the elections 
do not materially alter previous con- 
clusions. In Ohio, the Republicans 
have probably everything except Fora- 
ker, the Legislature being apparently 


Republican. In Iowa, the same is 


true, the Legislature will probably be 
Republican by 8 on joint ballot, in- 


~ guring Allison’s return to the Senate. 


New York is Democratic by about 
20,000; Virginia by over 40.000; and 
New Jersey, Maryland and Mississippi 
the same, the latter without opposi- 
tion. Nebraska is overwhelmingly 
Republican on a light vote, and Penn- 
Sylvania, the reliable — which, how- 
ever, only elected one officer—comes 
bravely to the front with an inereased 
Republican majority. The more the 
question is considered, the more ap- 
parent does it become that local causes 
gre responsible for these Republican 
reverses. 


THE SEWER COMMISSION AT 


The Sewer Commission is now get- 
ting down to hard work, holding daily 
sessions and doing a large amount of 
business. We will take a short glance 
at its labors during the past two days. 

The report of the Committee on Out- 


fall Sewer, presented on Wednes- 
day, was signed by W. H. 
Workman and George Hansen, a 


minerity report being not quite 
ready. The report, starting upon the 
assumption that while the use of raw 
sewage is objectionable, the sewage 
may bo purified and the resulting 
waters used for irrigation purposes 
without becoming a nuisance, proceeds 
to consider what outfall sewers are 
necessary to conduct the sewage mat- 
ter from the city limits to the purifica- 
tion works. The committee recom- 
mends that the contract of the South 
Side Irrigation Company should be ter- 
minated either by agreement or through 
the courts, so that all the sewage of the 
city should be controlled by the city at 
its purification works, to which the 
sewage handled by the South Side Com- 
pany would then be carried. To carry 
the sewage from other parts of 
the city, the committee recommends 
an outfall of 22-inch pipe for all that 
part of the city east of the Los An- 
geles River; a 24-inch pipe along Ala- 
meda street, and a 22-inch pipe at or 
near the southwest corner of the city. 
The location of the purification works, 
and whether there should be one or 
more, the committee considers should 
be left to the judgment of experts, 
while stating that, in its belief, the 
erection of works near Santa Fé ave- 
nue, and another near the southwest 
corner of the city. would obviate the 
necessity of an outfall sewer to the 
ocean; and then, in case of surplus 
water in the rainy season, it could be 
run off from the works near the river 
into the river, and from the works 
near the southwest corner of the city 
in its natural channel, at but little 
expense, thus saving from %200,000 to 
$400,000 neccessarg for an outfall 
sewer. At the same time the com- 
mittee recommends the acquisition by 
the city of a sight of way to the 
ocean, to be held in reserve in case it 
should become necessary, the solid 
matters in no case to be run off to the 
ocean through such outfall, but to be 
disposed of either by fire, by burying, 
by transporting to a distance and util- 
izing, or by making into a compost for 
sale. 

The storm-drain report was then 
taken up by the commission. Mr. 
Workman thought that $50,000 would 
not be sufficient for such drains; but 
after a lengthy discussion the commit- 
tee’s report was adopted. Judiciously 
used, considerable effective storm 
drainage can be constructed with this 
amount. 

In regard to interior sewage, Mr. 
Workman thought $500,000 should be 
enough for a system, but Dr. Sinsa- 
baugh was of another opinion, and dis-

came up for discussion, Mr. Knox of- 
fered an amendment that the total ex- 
penditure for pipes, rights of way, fil- 
tration works, etc., shall not exceed 
$100,000. Mr. Hamilton made some 
good points on sewer-water irrigation, 
estimating that 1000 acres of land, irri- 
gated by sewer water, will support 
1000 people, and moved that the city 
establish a sewer farm of 1000 acres, 
the cost of the works not to exceed 
$100,000. There was considerable dif- 
ference of opinion as to the proper cost 
of the works, Mr. Workman consider- 
ing $50,000 sufficient, and offering an 
amendment to that effect, which, when 
the commission reassembled yesterday, 
was lost, and Mr. Hamilton thereupon 
brought again forward his 1000-acre- 
farm project, which, however, met 
with no support. The amendment 
recommending the erection of works 
at a cost not to exceed $100,000, in- 
cluding purchase ot rights ot way, was 
finally carried. 

A discussion then ensued regarding 
the purchase of a strip of land for an 
ocean outfall sewer, various sums 
ranging from 87000 to 220.000 being 
suggested for that purpose. Mr. Knox’s 
motion, seconded by Dr. Sinsabaugh, 
was at length carried. It was that 
right of way be secured to the ocean 
by purchase or condemnation, over a 


any particular route. 

The report, as amended, of the Com- 
mittee on Utilization was then taken 
up. The section recommending that 
the city have full control of the purifi- 
cation and handling of sewage was 
adopted. 

To the section which states that, in 
case a nuisance should be created, the 
city would be powerless without an 
outfall, Mr. Knox offered a slight 
amendment, which was carried, pro- 
viding for an outfall in case such 
nuisance should be created as to cause 
a discontinuance of the use of the 
sewage for fertilization. As Tne 
Trves has previously remarked, the 
failure or partial failure of 
the first attempt at deodorization 
and utilization of sewage would 
by no means necessarily involve the 
abandonment of sewage utilization 
and a resort to an ocean outfall. It 
is, in fact, quite possibfe that some 
modifications may be found necessary 
in what is, for this section, an entirely 
new departure, before the process 
adopted shall be found to work per- 
fectly. 

The fourth section of the report, 
providing for the purchase of land for 
treating stations, also for right of way 
and lease of lands to any to whom the 
city mfght. see fit to sell the sewage, 
was unanimously adopted. 

To section 5, which recommends 
that the city should not own or operate 
any sewer farm, but should dispose of 
the sewage, Mr. Hamilton objected, 
and once more urged the purchase of 
1000 acres south of the city line, which 
motion was supported by Dr. Sinsa- 
baugh, but lost. During the discus- 
sion Mr. Knox stated that he thought 
such action on the part of the city 
would clash with the charter. The 
section was then adopted, as were sec- 
tions 6 and 7. 

It will be seen that the commission

OHIO. 


‘The causes of the political reverse of 
Tuesday, by which the Republicans 
lost the Buckeye State, are not diffi- 
cult to find and explain. 

1. Ohio is a doubtful State in an “off 
year.“ 

2. Gov. Foraker had strongly antag- 
onized the German voters of the cities 
by his course in the Sunday-law con- 
test—a course which we do not here 
criticise, but simply point out as a fact. 
When the serious revolt against the 
enforcement of the Sunday law took 
place in Cincinnati, Gov. Foraker 
wired the Mayor that the law must be 
enforced, even if the militia had to be 
called in. This action transferred the 
odium of the enforcement policy from 
the local authorities directly to 
the State Executive, with the 
result that the German Republican 
voters in large numbers went to the 
polls for the express pu of pun- 
ishing what they conceived to be a 
harsh and unwarranted action on the 
part of the Governor. ‘They were 
wrong, but their votes counted against 
us all the same. 

8. Many ardent friends of Sherman, 
less attached to the party in an off 
year’’ than the great Senator himself, 
resented at the polls what they hold 
to be the unfaithful, not to say dis- 
loyal, course of Gov. Foraker in the 
National Convention toward Mr. Sher- 
man. Without now discussing the 
merits of this dispute, it is sufficient to 
say that the resentments of Sherman’s 
friends had an effect upon the net 
electoral result—how much, we do not 
undertake to estimate. Mr. Sherman 
himself failed not in his duty to the 
party—he never does that—but he 
could not influence the actions of all 
his supporters. 

4. The Prohibitionists. intent on 
‘punishing’ the Republican party, 
left their own standard and voted, in 
many cases, directly for the Demo- 
cratic candidates. They pursued their 
favorite rule-or-ruin tactics. 

These are among the leading reasons, 
we maintain, for the defeat in Ohio. 

The loss of the Legislature is espe- 
cially to be regretted by Republicans. 
Had we succeeded in carrying that 
body, the certainty of the election of 
Murat Halstead, or some other able 
Republican, to the United States Sen- 
ate, would have been compensation for 
the defeat of the State ticket. 

As it is, we do not anticipate the re- 
election of c. o. Payne to the seat at 
Washington which he does not honor. 
The Democrats themselves cannot 
stomach everything.

The 
temper of the majority of the people 
here is against the low saloon; but if 
it was put to vote to-day, whether 
hotels should serve their legitimate 
guests with wine or not, the hotels 
would be favored by a large majority. 


THE oranges are turning yellow, and 
carpenters are hammering away at the 
boxes that will carry the crop to the 
eastern market. Last year, or last 
season, we shipped about 2200 car- 
loads of oranges, or over 500,000 boxes, 
which brought thousands of dollars 
into California that were widely dis- 
tributed, going into hands of all 


classes from the producer up. This 


year there is every prospect of even a 
larger crop, and as there is always a 
market for the fruit and an increasing 
demand for it in the East, the acreage 
in oranges should be increased and the 
fruit grown on every vacant lot. If 
every man took in but $20 apiece from 
this source alone a year it would put 
$120,000 or more in circulation here 
among our stores; and it can be done. 
A lot 90x230 planted in ordinary seed- 
lings will pay $30 or $40, at no cost to 
the producer.

We do not think there is any danger of 
1 Our population is increas- 
ing throughout the West very rapidly, and 
the California orange market is extending 
farther east every year, thus crowding the 
foreign fruit out. e found last year that 
dealers in foreign oranges through the 
East were crying that prices must be kept 
below a certain limit to compete with Call- 
fornia, and we believe their importation 
last season during the California and Fior- 
ida season was at a loss. 

We think the growers of oranges should 
cultivate such grades of oranges as are 
hardy and will stand shipment well. Va- 
rieties such as St. Michaels and Mediter- 
ranean Sweets are cértain to arrive in east- 
ern markets in sound condition and give 
good satisfaction. Washington Navels are 
the finest fruit, but hardly think the high 
prices heretofere obtained for that variety 
will hold up. As the crop increases, the 
price will go down nearer the other grades 
of oranges.

Dear Sir: Replying to your inquiry on 
our views as to the 22 and prospective 
market for California oranges, we will sa 
thas in one vital particular at least, Caii- 
fornia leads the worid. 

Her orange crop matures and is placed on 
the market during the very best months of 
the year for the sale of oranges. The mar- 
ketsin March, April, May and June are 
worth more than ail the rest of the year. 
These-spring months are the time when, 
after a long winter and a scarcity of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, that the system needs 
tonic and invigorating properties, and the 
people crave oranges. Later in the season, 
when fresh vegetables and small fruits of 
all kinds are plenty and cheap, the orange 
is partially neglected, or is used more spar- 
ney by all classes. 

Of the fruit grown in the Riverside dis- 
trict, we cannot say too much in its praise. 
In color and general appearance, all varie- 
ties of the Riverside fruit have no equals, 
while the Washington Navel stands peer- 
less, and in ovr opinion will always com- 
mand a price that cannot fail to make it a 
profitable variety to raise. 

Asto the future, we can only be guided 
by the t. Ten years B60, when Fiorida 
and California were practically unknown in 
this market as producers of oranges, the en- 
tire consumption for the United States did 
not exceed 1,500,000 boxes annualiy. For 
the past year the consumption ws about 
7.000.000 boxes. This increase bas been 
made up largely of the oranges produced 
in Florida, Louisiana and California, 
and notwithstanding this large increase in 
quantity, prices have averaged fully as 
bigh as six and eight years ago.

IN HISTORY. 

One of the most celebrated theologi- 
ans and metaphysicians of the middie 
ages was Duns Scorus, surnamed the 
“Subtle Doctor,” who was born c 
Scotland about 1265. He was success 
ively professor of theology at Oxiord 
and in Paris, and was the author of 
many works on theology and meta- 
physics. He died November 8, 1308. 
Lovis VIIL, King of France and 
father of St. Louis, died November 8, 


1226. He had succeeded his father 
three years before, inheriting a great 
kingdom and an undispu crown. 


The rebel barons of England in revolt. 
against King John offered Louis the 
crown of that kingdom, and the French 


won a victory, when the timely death 
of John October 19, 1216, broke up the 
party of the insurgents, and effected 
the undisputed accession of his son 
Henry IIL., and Louis was obliged to 
return to France. While engaged in an 
unsuccessful war in the South, Louis, 
incensed and disgusted, leit his army 
to return to Paris, which he never 
reached, as a fever compelled him te 
halt at Montpencier, where he died on 
No name in Spanish history 
more strongly commanded the atten- 
tion of posterity than that of CARDI- 
NAL FRANCISCO XIMENES, Who was 
born in New Castile in 1436. He early 
became distinguished as a preacher, 
was appointed confessor to Queen 
Isabella in 1492, and Archbishop of 
Toledo in 1495. In 1602 he caused a 
number of eminent scholars to com- 
mence the preparation of a polyglot 
Bible, a work which has served asa 
model of all subsequent vetsions of the 
Bible in different languages. Ximenes 
was appointed in 1506 regent or 
uardian of Queen Johanna, who was 
usane, and a year later was created a 
cardinal. He fitted out and led an ex- 
pedition to Oran, in Africa, which he 
took by storm. Ximenes died in 1517. 
Prescott pronounced him the mest 
remarkable man of that age. 

JoHN MILTON, one of the greatest 
poets of all time, died November 8 
1674. He had become entirely blind 
in 1654, in consequence of his arduous 
labors as Latin Secretary of the Coun- 
cil of State, to which position he had 
been appointed in 1648. He completed 
the manuscript of Partzdise Lost“ in 
1655, and sold it to a publisher for £5 


to be paid immediately, and £5 more 


to be paid after the sale of 1300 copies. 
After the Restoration in 1660, the 
royal Government ordered his prosecu- 
tion, but no effort was made to arrest 
him, and he remained in su — 
concealment until the Act of ivion 
relieved him of all danger. 

One of the most interest figures 
of the French Revolution is that of 
MADAME ROLAND, whose maiden 
name was Manon Philipon, and who 
was born at Paris in 1756. Manon 
made good progress in painting, music 


and general literature.. She was at 
first very religious, nud afterward 
adopted the skepti views of the 


times, and at the age of 14 is said to 
bave wept because she was not a 
Roman or a Spartan woman. In 1781 
she married M. Roland, who was 20 
ears her senior, and much respected 
or his ability and integrity. For 
some years she devoted her time to the 
care of her young daughter and assist- 
ing her husband in his duties 
AS 


After the outbreak of 
M. Roland joined the Gironde, or 
moderate Republican 5. which 
made his house its headquarters. 
With the triumph of the Jaeobins and 
the advent of the Reign of Terror, M. 
Roland was compelied to leave Paris 
for his safety, while his wife was 
thrown into prison, and the two never 
saw each other again. It was a horri- 
ble time. Marie Antoinette was guil- 
lotined October 16tb, and ber execu- 
tion was followed by that of 20 of the 
leading Girondists. Mme. Roland's 
turn soon came. At the trial she ap- 
= dressed carefully in white, with 
er beautiful black hair descending to 
ber waist. Unmoved by the insults of 
the brutal judges, she maintained an 
unruffled dignity of demeanor befitting. 
a Roman matron of old, but her dea 
was predetermined and she was con- 
demned. At the same time and place 
aman was to die with her. To die 
first on such an occasion had become 
a sort of privilege among the victims, 
to avoid the agony of seeing others die. 
The executioners had orders to guillo- 
tine ber before the man; but she en- 
treated him not to show the impolite- 
ness of refusing a woman’s last re- 


quest, and the man was the first to 


suffer. As she passed to the scaffold 
she gazed on a gigantic statue of lib- 
erty erected near it, and exclaimed: 
“Ob, liberty, how many crimes are 
committed in thy name!’’ Thus per- 
ished on November 8, 1793, one who 
was 2 the most remarkable 
woman of the French Revolution. M. 
Roland, who was concealed in Rouen, 
on hearing of his wife’s death, deter- 
mined to return to Paris. On reach- 
ing Baudouin he entered an avenue 
leading to a private mansion, and sit- 
ting down at the foot of a tree 

a cane sword through his body.
